‘The Committee upon a full investigation of the town accounts 
find that the town finances have been managed economically, and 
full vouchers taken for the payment of all monies from the 'l'reas- 
ury. It will be seen by the Report, that the town debt has been 
reduced notwithstanding the seemingly small amount of money 
raised for town purposes ; showing that the town expenditures 
have been kept within the appropriations. The single item of 
interest on the town liabilities amounts to $874 67 for the past 
year, which exceeds all the other town expenses ; and our citizens 
may not expect the burdens of taxation for town purposes, to be 
less than at present, until some measures are decided to extin- 
guish, or at least to materially reduce our indebtedness.

This school was taught by Miss Exten R. Poor, fifteen wecks, 
at eighteen dollars per month. She had the first term sixteen 
scholars ; the second, nine ; the average attendance was thirteen 
and eight, tardinesses sixty-four. The school at the close appeared 
well. 


DISTRICT NO. III. 
George Wright, Prudential Committee. 


This school was taught by Miss Mary E. Noyss, about twelve 
weeks, at twenty dollars per month. She had twenty scholars 
the first term and nine the second ; the average attendance was 
seventeen and seven, tardiness fifteen. Miss Noyes has had ex- 
perience in teaching and succeeded in securing the affections of 
her pupils, and the generous approbation of the parents.

GENERAL REMARKS. J 


For the sake of greater uniformity in reading books, and the 
3 better classification of the scholars your committee have introduced 
Town & Holbrook’s progressive series ; the practical working of 

which has been highly satisfactory. es 

The imereased interest among the scholars in that department 

has amply compensated for the labor and expense. 

Oliver Elsworth Esq. of Boston, the publisher, very generous- 

ly furnished them, much less than the cost, and in addition, do- ° 
nated a set to each district, for the use of the teacher. We think 
them the best scries we have ever used: 

That our school-rooms are not what they should be, is a tide re- 
mark. A good school-room is highly desireable ; but it will not 
of itself make good scholars, neither is it absolutely necessary. 
Good text books, suitable teachers, co-operating parente and 
friends are necessary; some fine scholars and teachers in this town 
have been reared under the latter, without the former. 

We need teachers well qualified in the rudiments cf language, 
with an aptness to teach and to govern; and then parents should 
be willing that their children should be governed and taught. 
Parents sometimes have a great desire that their children should 
make advancement in books ; and teachers sometimes gratify such 
a desire to the injury of the pupil. They mistake throughness for 
thoroughness, progress in books, for progress in knowledge, ad- 
vancement for attainment; such course serves but to make them 
wise in their own conceits, and helps swell that pedantic class, 
already, too numerous, who know everything, except the fact, 
that they know nothing rightly. 

It is an old adage that great genius’s have great faults, every 
man has imperfections. ‘Te important question is, how much 
do his good traits excel and control the bad? just so much he is 
a useful man, and to be valued and. sustained. 

But if parents are disposed to listen to all the reports that cor- 
rected children are inclined to make of the teacher and the school, 
and then freely express their disapprobation without knowledge 
of the modifying circumstances, the best efforts of the best teach- 


ers, and the wisest. counsels of the most aeisy committee may Sah 
fail to bene ;
